simply accuse Mr. Truman of being our worst 
Democratic Prcildcnt. 

They should not stop with, say, tlic timid 
Inaction of a Buchanan. Let them also con- 
alder the Grant admlnLstrution.i. which are 
not generally regarded as shining examples 
of good government. Or they might even 
come down to the Harding administration 
of contemporary memory. 

Then. In fnlmcis. they should draw up and 
present comparative schedules of presidential 
dcedJ. Thcic would be checked, in the man- 
ner of truc-or-false test,",, ns good or bad. 

As for Mr. Truman, he iiM a hard Job 
ahead of him before he even makes a com- 
parison between the 80th con^e.s.i and It,! 
rivals (or the legislative booby prize. Flr.st. 
he must define what he means by this "worst" 
congress. 

Is It the congress of Republicans who spon- 
sored the Taft-Hartley law. which he doe.sn't 
nice, or of Democrats who have threatened to 
talk hifl olvil rights program to death if It 
ever comes up for debate? 

Is It the congre.ss that approved the Tni- 
man doctrine, or the congress of the purging 
Thomos committee? The congress that made 
law of the Marshall plan, or the congress 
whoso lower house put the "meat-ax" cut on 
aid appropriations? 

Is It the conRrcsB whose senate passed a 
ficloctlve draft bill, or the ono whose house 
bottled up the military traininR bill in its 
rules committee and never let it come to a 
Tote? 

Which congrcs.i is It? The one with the 
senate which pa-Hscd a bll! admitting dl.s- 
placed persons from Europe? Or tha one In 
which one house member called th':!; unfor- 
tunates—without benefit of personal obser- 
vatlon— "the scum of Europe, an anKroRatlon 
of loafers." 

Mr. Truman's damnation Is pretty gener- 
alized. The 30th congrc,";s contains men from 
the GOP side who have worked ,nldc by side 
with him on his conduct of foreiRn affairs. 
They have done this not because our foreign 
policy Is nccc-i-sarily Mr. Truman's foreign 
policy, but because they agreed with him on 
the direction and scope of the program. If 
they had not done this he would surely bo 
more bitter and frustrated than he Is today. 

There are congrcs-imen like Senator Taft 
who have opposed the President on some do- 
mestic hsues and supported him on others. 
There was one senator of Mr. Truman's 
party, our own Glen Taylor, who bolted to 
beeonje Henry Wollace's running mate, and 
there ore other Democrat.-! who have fought 
him from far to the riRht. And. of course, 
there are those who have been for or ogalnst 
him on strict party lines. 

Now. if both sides of the arRument will 
answer these questions, fulfill the minimum 
requirements of honesty and definition, and 
let the record speak for itself, there might 
be some excuse for a booby-prlze campaign. 
But If they can't fulfill them, we hope they 
will abandon them and ro back to the more 
conventional and less extravagant name- 
calling.
